arts that wo lose sight ot the.process, ob- 
serves the New York Sun.

Very liLLlc is popularly !:nonrn of tlio art 


of dyeing. In truth LL is an ;irt that is con- 
tinualiy becoming more and more s-.pocial- 
ized, th.8 women Of LO-Uay who can rival the 
"butterfly in tbo delicacy and splendor of 
their adornment not knowing nearly so 
much of the art of mixing indigo, cochineal, 
:nudder, locrwood and the other uatural dyes 
as their grandmother* knew. This dccad- 
oiico of knowledge is natural. The Rood 
liouscwifc r,o longer turns the spinning 
wheel nor drives tho shuttle, nnd she bas 
no cccasiou to know how to transform white- 
wool into tho colors of tlie rainbow. 


But the art of dyeing has always been a 


i mystery, and the fact thai it is less u 
mystery now than il was in former ages is 
duo to the fact that the scientific analyst is 
bccoiEir.g an important person, from whom 
it ia almost impossible to withhold the se- 
cret of compounds. It is onn of the-oldest 
of arts. Tho art of constructing fabrics to 
bo dyed was necessarily its predecessor; 
but the most ancient of literature, whether 
sacred or secular, gives abundant testimony 
that it must have been practiced coon after 
the duwn of civilization. Tho Hindoos wcro 
h-kir.ful in the art, according 10 the standard 
of skill recognized in tho earlier years of 
Uio historic period; and tho Jews, who 
probably learned tin; mystery from tho 
Hindoos, could dye a coat of many colors, 
But among tho Western and Western Ori- 
ental nations the Jews were for a !ong 
period the only people in possession oC the 
secret. They practiced the nrL exclusively 
through tlie earlier nnd doclining yours of 
tho Byzantine empire, and froai the time of 
Pliny'to the thirteenth *cr.t.ury there is no 
record of dyers who were- not Jews. Tho 
peculiar people seemed tobcmo.it peculiar 
iui'ing this long period in tlie 1'aci that they 
had nearly all taken to tho art or coloring 
fabrics, and mad^ it thcic exclusive calling. 
A traveler who ventured to Jerusalem in 
die year 11GO found only two hundred Jews 
!n the ancient capital of Jutlea, and they 
iverc all engaged in dyeing wool. 


But this is the age of color; audio nothing1 


else during tho last thirty years has sciouco 
mado such it forcible impression on tho 
usages of domestic life as it has mado 
through its contributions to the resources of 
tbc dyer. Go through tho dry-goods district w

carpet [ware-rooms, the furniture ware- 
rooms, or even into the gentlemen's fur- 
nishing store. 
Everywhere the rainbow 


seems to havo been caught and reproduced 
in fresh hues. Tho very flowers and fruits, 
though still beautiful and attractive on ac- 
couut of their odor and flavor, have lost tho 
transcending superiority in tints for which 
they were onco noted, and must consent to 
become only common contributors to an 
ocean of cobr, where every wave is a

till past tho middio of this century, it still 
busied itself with the discovery of new 
natural agents. It had found li:digo, coch- 
ineal, logwood, in&ddicr, quercitron bark, 
sumach, Brazil wood, and other vegetable 
or wood dyos, and it learned by various 
means to bo more or less successful, by the 
nso of chemicals in a process tccl'.nioatly 
known as mordanting, in making per- 
manent the colors 
produced 
by these 


agents. 
But it had not learned to distil 


color from tho elements. 
It could reach 


only the boundaries of an empire that was 
not yet quito v,-oa. 
Finally, tho chemist 


TJcverdarben dijcovcrurt aniline, a purely 
chemical agent, tho distillation -from coal 
tar. This discovery opened the war for an 
.ndustrial revolution, which is perhaps- 
even yot only in the infancy of its move- 
ment. This happened in 1S2G. But tho 
utility of the discovery was not liuown until 
many years later. It was not until tho year 
183S that tho tint known as Pcritins' purple, - 
a product of aniline, followed soon after-, 
ward by aniline rod, or Magenta became 
known. Thou tho revolution was fairly in- 
augurated, and since this latter date the- 
advance has been rapid. All that is roost 
brilliant in color is credited to this now 
chemical agent. 


But tho body of the art remains un- 


changed. Wtatarc technically known as 
the wood dyes havo moro substanco and 
permanency than tho anilir.edyes. Indigo 
still forxs tba basis for blue. The scarlet 
on tho coats of the British soldiery, war- 
ranted not to run, i3 mainly produced from 
cochineal; madder is the basis for crimson 
rod and Turkey red, and yellow is pro- 
duced by fustic, quercitron bark, or its con- 
centrated extract called flavinc, and from 
Avignon or Persian berries. The mordants 
remain also unchanged.

among 


them is the oxide of tin, called tin spirits by 
the trade. 
This fixes the scarlet colors 


founded upor. cochineal; but alum is used 
as n mordant for crimson red, r.nd cherry 
red is produced with atinlmordantfromam- 
moaiacal cochineal. Turkey red is pro- 
duced from madder on an aluminous basis. 
Thus ran the formula in tho old art of dye- 
ing, 
and thus it runs fitili. Aniline is 


rather a re-enforcement than an independ- 
ent agent. 
Prussian blue, however, is 


puroly a chemical product, and its discov- 
ery antedated the discovery ol aailino 
colors.
